Conditions with reference to the 
foot and mouth situation are rapidly 
improving throughout the Blue Grass 
section of the State and the alarm 
that has been felt for the safety of 
cattle and hogs is disappearing. Fat 
cattle are leaving this section of the 
State as fast as the Federal inspec- 
tors can pass on their condition and 
fat hogs are going to the market freely. 

Monte Fox, of Danville, one of the 
largest exporters of fat cattle in the 
Blue Grass when asked regarding the 
situation, said: i 
"Two weeks ago the farmers of 
Central Kentucky were greatly alarm- 
ed for fear the disease would spread 
and their herds of cattle become in- 
Keeled. They felt they were in immi- j 
nent danger of having their cattle 
destroyed in order to stamp out the ! 
disease and would, as a result, suffer j 
great loss. But all of this has practi- 
cally changed and since the lifting of i 
the embargo, permitting cattle and 
hogs to be shipped to outside markets 
for immediate slaughter, it has been 
difficult to get cars sufficient to handle j 
the business. 

"I was in Chicago this week and but 
little is heard there of the disease, the 
stock pens having a full run of cat- 
tle, sheep and hogs. I received an 
order to buy a dozen carloads of cat- 
tel for the New York Christmas trade, 
which I have done, paying $7 to $8 a 
hundred pounds for the best cattle." 

Mr. Fox said that since the embargo 
was lifted he had shipped out of Cen- 
tral Kentucky more than twenty-five 
carloads of cattle to the Eastern mar- 
kets. The cattle are loaded in cars 
accom- 1 bedded with sawdust, without feed, 
and the cars sealed. The cattle upon 
arrival in Pittsburg are watered and 
fed and proceed to their destination. 
Mr. Fox said that the situation was 
greatly improved and that large sums 
of money were being received by the 
farmers for their cattle and hogs. 

A question from a constituent put 
Representative Ben Johnson, at Wash- 
ington, the other day, on a trail which } 
may greatly complicate the foot-and- 
mouth disease quarantine situation. 
He discovered in searching the law for 
Federal slaughter rights as to cattle, 
that there is only one provision on 
that subject, and it specifically says 
that before suspected or diseased ani- 
mals can be killed, they must be pur- 
chased by the Government. 

The Federal authorities have been 
making arrangements all over the 
country that they will pay half the 
price of slaughtered cattle if the State 
will pay half, and there has been no 
suggestion that the purchase money 
be paid before slaughter.

In the North of France 
effort of the massed German strength 1 
to tear their way through the allies' j 
lines at Ypres and thus drive in the j 
opening wedge by which their sweep J 
of the French coast was to be made 
possible was broken by one of the 
most superb and self-sacrificing dis- 
plays of heroism ever attempted by a 
body of soldiers. 

The attack opened with a terrific 
cannonade against the British posi- 
tions. Shells tore in, shrieking and 
bursting in a mad tumult of death, 
scarring the British trenches, blasting 
through bomb-proofs and making an 
rnferno of the allies' position. 

Under cover of the furious artillery 
fire the German columns started to 
advance at the double. Rank upon 
rank, regiment upon regiment, they 
loomed through the smoke held low 
as a screen by the dense fog that pre- 
vailed. The word passed along the 
British trenches that this was the su 
preme effort of the German advance. 

While the first line was setting it- 
self firm to withstand the shock of 
the fierce impact they knew was com- 
ing, a great wave of Britons boiled j Some 
up and over the edge of the British j 
ditches. They rolled pell mell down 
I the approach to the trenches and when 
they scrambled to their feet there 
i were two regiments of them — one 
Scottish and a regiment of the guards. 1 
They formed quickly, with bayonets 1 
fixed, and went down into the center of 
the gray line of advancing Germans, 
yelling a battle cry that was blood- 
stirring. They charged like demons. 1 

The artillery of the allies opened 
fire behind them to give them cover, 
but soon thsy had advanced past the j 
range of safety at which the French 
gunners might fire without hitting the 
charging 'line of Britons. 

The Germans came on at a steady 
tread, In numbers that it seemed must | 
engulf the two lines charging down j 
upon them. 

Then came the clash. It was cold 
steel from the moment they struck. 
Thrusting, recoiling, parrying, coun- 
tering and thrusting again, the Scots 
and the guards fought their men hand-

LONDON, Dec. 11. — The reported 
I at .of thi' Austrian forces in S^rvia. 
I lie borders of which country they 
crossed triumphantly just two weeks 
ago, together with the steady advance 
of the German center in the direction 
| ot Warsaw on this, the third German 
i invasion of Russian Poland, dominate 
the war news to-day. 

After occupying Lodz, the Germans 
have been pushing to the northeast to- 
ward Warsaw along the railroad, and 
one dispatch from Petrograd estimates 
that they are only fifteen miles from 
the Polish capital, while another mes- 
sage from Petrograd, sepculating on 
the possible fall of Warsaw, warns 
the Russian people that the abandon- 
ment of this city, if such a move be- 
comes necessary, should be regarded 
as a strategic operation on the part of 
the Russians rather than a decided 
German victory.

DANIELS SAYS U. S. NAVY IS 
STRONG WORLD POWER. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11— For up- 
ward of five hours Thursday the J louse 
1 Naval Committee plied Secretary Dan- 
iels, of the Navy Department, with 
questions intended to obtain reasons 
for his adherence to a two-battleship 
program and to develop the navy's 
weakness if, as has been alleged, it is 
weak in some of its component parts. 

Admitting that he would favor four 
battle ships if the revenues of the 
Government would permit, the Secre- 
tary insisted that the continuance of 
the usual yearly program was keeping 
the United States in a "strong posi 
tion" among the naval powers. 

The Administration navy program, 
to which the committee is asked to 
give its approval, includes two dread- 
noughts, six destroyers, eight subma- 
rines, one of the sea-going type, one 
gunboat and one collier.

Petrograd, Russia. — The German ad- 
vance on Warsaw was achieved as a 
result of that most difficult operation 
known as a change of front, performed 
with marvelous speed and efficiency. 
The transfer of one-fourth of the Ger- 
man army from Belgium to Poland 
was the least of the difficulties that 
were overcome. Far greater was the 
establishment of etrapes (shelters) 
and lines of communication in hostile 
territory. The Germans not only over- 
came these difficulties, but conceived 
a masterly plan of attacking War- 
saw and very nearly carried it to suc- 
cess. 

Grand Duke Nicholas expected a 
German advance from East Prussia 
eastward on Grodno or southward on 
Warsaw and had prepared for these 
movements with General Rennen- 
kampff's army west of Grodno and an- 
other army at Kevno. Warsaw was 
defended on the north by the for- 
tress of Novogeorgeievsk and a power- 
ful army. 
Attack Comes Through Swamps. 
The grand duke did not expect an 
attack from the south, where there 
are swamps, the worst wagon roads 
in Europe and few railways. But it 
was from the south that General von 
Morgen came. 

In all there were four German 
groups. One, from Thorn, bombard- 
\ed Plotsk, but retreated, this being 
only a demonstration. Two groups ad- 
vanced from Kalisz and Chenstokhov 
and. uniting at Skiernevitzy, moved 
on Warsaw with blinding rapidity. The 
fourth group, from Cracow, attacked 
Radom and then Ivangorod, where the 
object was to cross the Vistula, thus 
outflanking the Russian army at War- 
saw and compelling .its retreat. 

The whole Austro-German battle 
front was 4G2 miles in length, ex- 
tending from the Baltic to the Carpa- 
thians and therefore the battle of the 
Vistula in the middle of October was 
in some respects the greatest ever 
fought. I confine myself to a descrip- 
tion of what I saw with my own eyes. 
Had Only to Walk In. 
Warsaw was absolutely lost on the 
evening of October 11. The Germans 
had only to walk in and take it. But 
they delayed, probably waiting for 
the fourth German force to cross at 
Ivangorod. 

Next day the Russians had more 
troops, and within a week they had 
ten corps, or 400,000 men. south of 
Warsaw, and as General von Mor- 
gen's force was threatened from both 
flanks, he fell back October 20, with 
amazing skill and rapidity. 

I was able to see all the fighting on 
the extreme front because of my 
friendship with Russian officers formed 
during the Manchurian war. From the 
station of Prushkov, six miles south 
of Warsaw, I traveled the whole Rus- 
sian line. The Germans were driven 
from Prushkov a few hours before my 
visit, but fighting continued on the 
outskirts. 

Great Trees Hurled Aloft. 
I crossed the fields to Sokoloff amid 
a frightful bombardment. I saw one 
1 big German shell aligh* nder the 
i gnarled roots of an i us tree, 
j When the smoke cle '.ay this 

i tree was lodged in the .anches of 
i some other trees c! u\. It had 
I been torn up by tl. jots and shot 
I upward hundreds of lcet with terrific 
* velocity. 

The curious effect of these mon- 
| strous shells passing close to one s 
I head is that they produce nervous col- 
; lapse, deafness, numbness and fre- 
; quent insanity. I personally helped to 
j the rear a dozen soldiers thus af- 
j liicted. More dreadful sights I never 
j saw. Now there are two hospitals in 
Petrograd and Moscow for such sol- 
diers with more than one thousand pa- 
tients in each. 

This frightful bombardment drove 
me into the cellar of a factory, where 
I found two men and several wom- 
en and children, who had been there 
three days, not daring to emerge even 
to get a drink of water from the 
pump only a few yards from the open- 
ing of the cellar. They told me that 
the bombardment had continued day 
and night, and in proof of their wis- 
dom in not venturing out they pointed 
to the bodies of three men and a child 
lying in the factory yard. 

Germans in SoMd Mass. 
When darkness fell I bolted out 
again and soon took refuge again in 
the house of a Polish gentleman, who 
invited me to sleep in his house for 
the night. I slept on a sofa, but in 
the small hours of the morning I was 
awakened by a shell which shook 
every window frame in the house. My 
host and his family soon appeared say- 
ing that the servants had all fled. 1 
decided to depart also, but was pre-

Five 
horses raced neck and neck with 
Lord Alfred Paget, who. rode in ad- 
vance of the line, so eager were they 
to get at the enemy! 

And not only is the well-trained 
charger as brave as his rider; he is 
often as intelligent. He knows the 
bugle calls just as well, and answers 
them as promptly. In fact, cases are 
proved in which a horse has put his 
rider right when he has mistaken an 
order, and has gone faultlessly through 
maneuvers in spite of the efforts of 
his mistaken master to make him do 
the wrong thing. 

No, the process of training is neither 
long nor difficult. The first step is to 
accustom the horse to the sound of 
firing at close quarters. With this ob- 
ject he is put on the ground with legs 
tied, and while in this position, a pis- 
tol is fired close to his ears, over his 
back, between his legs, and so on, un- 
til his fear is overcome. After a few 
such lessons it is safe to mount him 
with a bridle furnished with a curb 
bit, and under this control he is taught 
to stand still while a pistol or carbine 
is fired from his back — the latter nat- 
urally coming last, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon. 

Then follows saber practice on sim- 
ilar lines, until the horse is as indif- 
ferent to the whirl and slash of a 
sword above his head as to the explo- 
sion of a carbine above it. Within a 
few weeks the horse not only loses all 
traces of nervousness; he really en- 
joys the experience and enters enthusi- 
astically into it. In battle the cavalry 
horse faces even a greater risk of 
death or disablement than his rider, 
although the gallant animal rarely gets 
any of the laurels of war. His dan- 
ger, however, is by no means so great 
as it was. 

In the eighteenth century 150 
horses fell in battle to every 100 men; 
from 1800 to 1865 the proportion had 
fallen to 120; and in more 'recent 
wars the ratio has been approximate- 
ly 112 horses to 100 men. In some 
charges, however, the proportion has 
been greater, as in that of the Light 
Brigade, in which 80 more horses 
than men sacrificed their lives. 

But while the war horse seldom gets 
credit for his prowess and devotion, 
there have been, happily, a few cases 
in which he has shared his master's 
glories— among them Lord Roberts' 
pretty little Arab, Volonel, who car- 
ried him in the famous march from 
Kabul to Kandahar, and round whose 
neck, at Queen Victoria's express 
wish, he hung the Kabul medal, with

A huge turtle, weighing 1,175 
pounds, was brought to San Diego, 
Cal., the other day by Capt. J. Zollezzi 
of the Italian fishing launch Belvidere. 
The turtle, said by waterfront men 
to be the largest specimen ever caught 
in Lower California waters, is nine 
feet in circumference and seven feet 
from the tip of its nose to the end of 
its short tail. The front nippers are 
four feet in length and almost a foot 
wide, tapering gradually until at the 
end they are about five inches wide. 
The Jaws are a solid mass of teeth, 
over two hundred being located in 
the upper jaw. They range from one- 
half to a quarter of an inch in length. 
The shell is ribbed and in spots plia- 
ble, which leads many fishermen to 
believe that the, turtle is nearly two 
hundred yean old.

London.— The awfulness of modern 
artillery fire is described in a thrilling 
story told by a British officer just re- 
turning from Flanders. He says: 

"I took eight men to find out what 
happened to Captain B. and a platoon 
who were sent to support the firing 
line. Three hundred yards out I saw 
the line of ou/ infantry lying flat on 
the ground and made toward them. 

"I shall never forget traversing 
those three hundred yards. The Ger- 
man guns, which were only 800 yards 
away, fired with extreme accuracy. 
It seemed impossible that my little 
party could escape. Three were hit 
almost immediately, but we others 
kept on and reached the line. 

"To my horror I found all dead or 
wounded except three men, who were 
keeping perfectly still. I found a 
subaltern on his knee with one hand 
resting on the ground just in the at- 
titude of a runner who is waiting for 
the signal for the start of a race. 
He was stone dead. A shrapnel bullet 
had pierced his head. I again crept 
forward another hundred yards, where 
I found our firing line under Captain 
B. They were lying, every man killed 
or wounded within about four hundred 
yards of the German guns, which we 
could not even see. 

"In the center a bunch of 23 men 
lay in a heap, having massed as they 
advanced for mutual protection. ^ I 
never have seen such wounds at this 
short range. 

"I found Captain B. still alive with 
his thigh shattered and another wound 
in his neck. 

"As long as we lay quiet the Ger- 
man guns did not fire, but directly 
any one moved we got another shell 
right on top of us. 

"I saw that unless Captain B. re- 
ceived speedy attention he would die. 
I took two rifles and made a stretch- 
er out of a great coat. We carried 
Captain B. almost to the edge of a 
wood before the Germans noticed us. 
Then they opened fire, but we reached 
cover. 

"I got some more volunteers from 
my platoon and four stretchers, and 
these brave fellows crawled up to 
the firing line and carried the others 
out under heavy fire. Several of the 
wounded were again hit on the way. 

"I was on the extreme right of the 
line to cut a pack from a man who 
was badly wounded. I heard a shell 
coming and instinctively put up my 
arm to guard my face and tried to 
throw myself on the ground. But it 
was too late. I felt a terrific blow, 
just as if some one had hit me with 
a giant red hot poker. I was spun 
around and seemed to go on spinning 
and then fell to the ground. 

"I thought I had been killed, as I 
felt a violent blow in the abdomen. 
I then discovered my right arm was 
broken and useless. It was bleeding 
freely. I looked at my stomach, 
where I felt the greatest pain, but 
to my great relief saw no blood. Then 
I found the bullet had cut the ring 
on my belt and carried away the hilt 
of my sword. 

"I lay on the ground a few min- 
utes; then the Germans commenced 
to shell us again. Finally we reached 
the field hospital, where we were 
given morphine, then put in a train 
with hundreds of other wounded. 
This is all I know of war, and I have 
not the least idea whether we won or 
were beaten on the day I was hit."

HITS BRIT ISH ST AGE FOLK 

Half the Road Companies Disbanded 
Because of War— Plans for 
Relief. 

London. — Many cases of dire poverty 
are being reported to relief commit- 
tees from among the classes that de- 
pend upon amusements for their live- 
lihood. Small-part actors, stagehands, 
and others are threatened with starva- 
tion. The war has hit the theaters 
and theater folk of the United King- 
dom a hard blow. 

Whereas in ordinary times there are 
400 companies on the road, there are 
today fewer than half that number. 
The darkened streets in London have 
already resulted in a decision by 
many managers to give matinees daily 
and night performances twice weekly, 
thus reversing the established order 
of things, and many theaters have been 
closed. To the high-salaried actor or 
actress who has saved up for a rainy 
day the situation is not serious, but 
the theater employees must have sub- 
stantial aid at once. 

To relieve the situation several 
movements have been started, among 
them a plan to have a special variety 
week at the Women's theater, for 
which the public has been urged to 
purchase tickets. Well-known ac- 
tresses and actors will give their serv- 
ices. 



BRITISH TRADE LOSS HEAVY 



Imports Decrease $100,850,000 in One 
Month and Exports $90,100,000— 
Cotton Suffers. 

London. — The effect of the war on 
British trade is shown in the figures 
published by the board of trade for 
the month of October. 

Imports decreased $100,850,000 and 
exports decreased $90,100,000. The 
principal loss in imports was $27,500,- 
000 on raw cotton from America and 
$7,500,000 on cotton from Egypt, to- 
gether with $35,000,000 on manufac- 
tured articles. The exports of coal de- 
clined $10,000,000 and the exports of 
manufactured articles declined $67,- 
500,000. Of the last named, cotton 
yarns made up $26,250,000 and wool 
yarns $6,250,000.

Paris. — The youngest soldier in the 
war is said to be a Servian lad named 
Dragoljub Jelitittch. Though only 
twelve years old, he is said to have 
already fought in seven engagements, 
In the last he was wounded. 

Crown Prince Alexander of Servia 
learned of the boy's prowess and as a 
reward for valor personally handed lit- 
tle Dragoljub his stripes as corporal, 
an honor which so pleased the boy 
that he is itching to be back at the 
front jn the performance of his new 
duties. 



Kitchener's Reply. 

London. — Kitchener, as is well 
known, is a man of few words. A 
journalist tried to interview him a 
short time ago, and the emergency 
war minister, with glacial courtesy, 
announced his usual formula, "Sorry, 
but I have nothing to say."
